the performance of manual labor in 
such a degree as to render him unable 
to earn his support. 


Second—No specific injury or disa- 


bility t an, at such, have pensionable 
rating under that act, nor bo considered 
otherwise than as it aftocts the capacity 
of the claimant to perform ordinary 
manual labor. 


Third—Proof that disability is not 


the retult of claimant's own vicious 
habits is requisite, therefore the causes 
and circumstances of the origin of the 
disability should be shown by evidence 
furnished in support of the claim for a 
pension so far as can be done, and by 
poraonb other than the claimants.

REJECTING SILVER OFFERS. 


Railroad Companies Gutting Rates 


to St. Paul. 


Rejecting; Offers of Silver. 


By Associated Press.] 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Acting direc- 


tor Preston of the mint bureau of the' 
treasury department to-day rejected 
all but one offer of silver. A dozen, 
offers ranging from $0.8339 to $0.8878 
per ounce were made. He accepted an ' 
offer at $0*839 and made a counter 
offer to all others at $0.8340. His' 
course in rejecting the offers at a higher; 
figure was approved by Secretary Car- 
lisle. Preston states that the figures 
are very much higher in proportion 
than the price of silver to-day in Lon-1 
don, which price guided the treasury i 
department in its purchrses The total 
purchases amounted to 688,000 ounces 
at $0.8339 and $0.8340.

Snnlug Now In Jail, but Fvans Escapes 


—Sontag Badly Wounded—Hi» Con- 
versation In Jail. 


Special to the JOURNAL.) 


VISALIA, June 12—United States 


Marshal Qard and posse came upon 
Evans and Sontag about twelve miles 
from here last night and had a des- 
perate encounter with the notorious 
bandits in which Sontag was mortally 
shot and Evans probably wounded. 
The former was brought here at 10:2D 
this morning, but the latter escaped to 
the mountains. 
One of the posse was 


shot 


Sontag was shot in the right shoulder 


and the shot possibly entered his 
breast. Evans started for a mill near 
there and the ground was bloody where 
he stopped. His two guns he left lying 
there and his hat, all covered with 
blood. 
Sontag lay behind a small 


stack of hay all night, and the posse 
who went this morning found him 
there. There is a glancing wound along 
his forehead and one each side of his 
nose. He claimed that he shot himself 
these three rounds, though this is 
denied It is possible he will recover 
from his wounds. 


Being without guns or ammunition, 


i1 ifi thought that Evans will now be 
easily caught. 


Mrs. 
Evans and daughter Eva called 


at ihs jail an hour after Sontag was 
b ought in 
Eva cried bitterly, but 


Mrs Evans looked determined and 
composed. 


Fred E Jackson, the man shot by 


Eva^s and Sontag last night, is likely 
to lose his life He was shot just above 
the ankle and both bones of the leg 
broken. 


Sontag has been under the influence 


of opiates most of the afternoon, 
tuongh he talked some to Mrs Evans 
and his daughter. His statements are 
very contradictory. To the officers he 
said ho tried to shoot himself, but he 
told Eva Evans he did not do so Son- 
tag has numerous friends and acquaint- 
ances here. Several called on him to- 


day, 
but he said little to them. 


Coming down from the scene of the 


affair last night Sontag talked to the 
0 Beers freely 
He said that he and 


Evans had not had a cent of money for 
a month, but they aid not intend to 
hold up any train. They would have 
left the mountains only they neithei 
had money nor clothes 


" When I was shot last night," he 


said, "I askod Chris to shoot me, but 
he would not 
We had two Winches- 


ters, two shotguns and two six-shooters 
Chris carried away the Winchester and 
had plenty of ammunition." 


" Evans has often said he was sorry he 


shot Whitty. 
He thought it was Will 


Smith 
We would have shot detectives 


Hume, Smith or Thacker, though," 
said Sontag, "but besides these we 
were only after blood money men 
We 


did not always stay together, but never 
separated more than four hours We 
could not have been convicted of train 
robbery, as we had no hand in it. 
The 


Southern Pacific did me a hard turn. 
When I was hurt in their employ they 
would not give me an easy job. When 
Smith tried to arrest me last summer 
1 was determined I would not be taken 
by Southern Pacific officers. 
That's 


why 1 resisted. I have no kick coming, 
only in that I did not succeed better in 
attempting to kill myself." 


Sontag talked calmly and coolly. He 


refused to state what he and Evans had 
in contemplation.

Many Hotel* In the Big Metropolis and la 


Chicago Are In League \Vlth Conielence- 
len Member* of the Medical Profession 
to Extort Money. 


Every large hotel in the city nowadays 


has a physician resident in the building. 
His presence in the hotel is one of tho 
proofs of the completeness of the modern 
hostelry, so far as the provision and com- 
fort of the guest is concerned. The idea 
of having a doctor within instant call is 
beyond till question an excellent one, but 
it seems that it baa of late been subject 
to grave abuse 
The fact has got out 


that some of tho hotel physicians make 
nse of their position to levy extortionate 
charges for the treatment of guests who 
have been luckless enough to fall ill 
among strangers 


Complaint is made that far from being 


» blessing to the guest, the ease with 
which medical attendance can be secured 
has in suoh cases become a source of 
genuine dread to visitors to the big city 
who have to stop at hotels 
The guests 


fear even a trifling illness while in the 
hotel, because if they make the fact 
known that they want to see a doctor 
they will be charged a fee out of all pro- 
portion to the service rendered by the 
doctor, whose chief claim to patronage 
is that he is "always near at hand." 


Complaint has been made against the 


doctors' charges in two of the best known 
hotels in the town to a prominent con- 
sulting physician 


"When I was taken sick at the hotel 


the other night," one of the complainants 
eaid, "1 asked the head clerk to send me 
Dr. S " 


"Dr. S !" said the clerk in seeming 


astonishment 
"I nover heard of him. 


But wo have a competent physician in 
the hotel whom I will send to your 
room " 


The hotel doctor did go to the room in 


response to the request of the clerk 
He 


made several visits duung the night, al- 
though the guests didn't« ant and didn't 
need more than one visit 
A feo of $10 


was charged in the bill, and the guests 
lhad to pa) it 
Subsequent im estigation 


uiade it clear that the reason for this 
high fee was that the hotel physician 
had made an arrangement with the ho- 
tel proprietor by which the latter got a 
third of this big fee 
The guests also 


learned that this sharing of the fee had 
been the custom at the hotel for a very 
long time, and that guests submitted to 
lit rather than have nny wrangle at the 
clerks disk over charges a thing that 
self respecting persons naturally dreac 
«DC! will avoid even where the charge is 
a manifest imposition The abuse has 
recently attracted the attention of the 
(professionals, who do not practice in ho- 
't< Is and has evoked an earnest protes 
and a demand for reform 


The Medical Record, under the bead 


mg 'Doctors and Hotels " handles the 
subject in this vigorous style 


Every person of sensitive morals, anc 


a good many with only every day sensi- 
bilitiea would be shocked if the whole 
story of the relations of doctors to hotels 
'were written 
There is a fashionabl* 


hostelry in this town where the hote 
doctor charges $7 a visit and there is the 
best reason for believing that the hust- 
ling landlord gets $2 of it 
It is statec 


Ion good authority that in many hotels 
the official doctor is obliged to give up 
from one hf th to one third of his charges 
to the business management. People 
who are taken ill in hotels must have a 
doctor and aie not disposed to question 
about terms 
They do not find out wha 


these are until they settle the bill, anc 
ithen esposti lacion is too late " 


It is only just to say that all the hote! 


physicians aie not parties to this mean 
sort of swindling 
Many of them are 


phj sicians ot high repute who live at the 
hotels and p ly for their board and lodg 
mgs the same us any other guests anc 
have a regular and legitimate schedule 
ot charges b ised upon the market valui 
fit their piofessional services. In cases 
where there is o 'divvy' between the 
lector and the hotel the physician gets 
his lodgings and board at a reduced rate 
He is appointed by tne hotel proprietor 
land he excuses the high fee on the plea
